Added Security 


to- Home Owners 


Features of the government’s ses- 
sional program were introduced into 
the legislature on Friday when Hon. 
Lacien Maynard, minister of munici- 
pal affairs, moved finst reading of the 
Home Owners Security Bill and the 
amending ‘bill to the Debt Adjustment 
Act. 

Introducing the Home Owners Se- 
curity Bill, the minister said: 

“The object of this bill is to prevent 
foreclosures against homes in the 
province, . 

‘The mortgage itself is not can- 
celled, fbut the right to foreclosure on 
the mortgage is taken away. 

“Thus it will be impossible in the 
future for mortgagees to put their 


away their homes. 

“The bill provides absolute security 
in the case of farm home owners and 
in the case of urban home owners. 

“The sum of $2,000 is required to be 
paid into ‘court when forecbosure pro- 
ceedings are started to be paid out 
to the debtor when final order shall 
ibe issued. This will at least assure 
the debtor another home instead of be- 
ing ‘thrown out into the street. 

.“The ibill does not apply to agree- 
ments for sale on future mortgages.”

Parnings of the industry as a whole 
have not exceeded) five percent in any 
year gince 1921, and for three out of 
‘the past six years the industry ac- 
cumulated ceficits. 

For the 16 years from 1921 to 1936 
average annual earnings were only 
1.43 percent of the invested, capital.

In the Prairie Provinces the “style” 
fis somewhat ifferent and all that is 
required usuully to give the grain crop 
the starting impulse is a 2-19-0 fer- 
tilizer, applied at. tine rate of from 50 
‘to 100 los. per acre. 

Tendency of grain to lodge is due 
chiefly to overabundance of organic 
matter 3n tie soil and not to the nit- 
rogien in the fertilizer. Indeed, a sup- 
ply of readily availiable nitrogen in 
the initial stage of growth enables 
‘tthe crop to start quickly ami reach 
maturity earlier.

Van Valkenburg and fling it on the 
publisher's desk, half shouting, “Here | 
is a way tio wipe out tuberculosis!” | 

“What the hell do you mean?” ask- 
‘ed Van Valkenburg. 

A ibrief explanation An answering 
gleam from the eyes of the elder man, 
“Tell Miss Bissell the North Ameri- 
ican is hers for the holidays. Give 
ther all the time you can spare ant 
take all the space you need.” 

The North American bought 50,000 
stamps. When they first went on sale 
in its street-floor office, a ragged 
mewsboy came in. Reaching up to a 
marble counter higher than his hea, 
be laid down a copper and said “Gi' 
me one. Me sister’s got it.” Those 
seven words settled it. If a street kid 
‘could get the message, the messenger 
twas the kind needed. Next Klay the 
whole editorial spaice carried a plea 
flor people to ‘buy ‘these bullets in the 
battle against our worst foe’’. 

Phone calla ond telegrams flooded 
in from far and near, The Wilming- 
ton printer was swamped. Two daya 
‘after the stamps reached the Quaker 
City more than 30,000 had ibeen sold. 
By January the sales had netted 
‘$3,000 for Delaware’s shack. 

That was only a prologue. Edeven 
months later the North American 
again iturmed loose its batteries 
‘against tuberculosis. As a peak per- 
formance on December 10, 1908, its 
first page wore a.border of the stamps 
surrounding a three-column facsimile, 
all printed in red. 

That second Seal sale—tirst to. be 
nation-wide—was sponsored by the 
American Red Cross and brought in 
$135,000 The seed of physical sal- 
vation for millions haid been well and 
widely planted. 1920, the Nation- 
al Tuberculosis Association had been 
stnongily established and hay? taken 
over from the Red Cross the soie 
sponsorship of the Christmas Seals. 

With the close of last year’s campaigz 
a total of nearly $83,000,000 bad come 
in through these penny preachers anj 
teachens, at first viewed as a passing 
fad. 

Just how has the Seal helped in 
reducing our annual tuberculosis 
death-rate from 179 per 100,000 in 
1907 to 54 today? First, because of 
its pawer to spreaji the good news, 
which still is news to many people, 
that this terrible malady is prevent- 
able, and if taken in time, curable. 
Second, it hag proved an ideal means 
for enlisting group effort. When Miss 
Bissell launched the little sticker. 
tihere were 20-oWid tuberculosis clinics. 
Today, there are nearly 1,000. We 
had two dozen tuberculosis associa- 
tions, most of them pitiably small. 
(Now we have 2,000 which, through the

a rash. The discovery will probably be found to be of greater scientific 


than practical importance. Measles is a very, very common disease and 
until doctors have a lot more time, or health departments a much larger 
personnel, it is doubtful whether this special method of diagnosis will be 
used frequently cnough to control epidemics. ; 


For the present at least, whenever an epidemic of measles is going on 
the safest thing is to keep children under four years of age away from 
any other children that might possibly be coming down with the disease 
It is in the first three years of life that measles is dangerous to life. If a 
child gets measles before he is a year old his chances of dying are thirty- 
four times greater than if he gets it between five and fifteen. 

Whenever a child less than four years old is known to have beer 
exposed to infection, he should receive a dose of serum to prevent or 
modify the attack. Your doctor should be consulted immediately that yo 
suspect the exposure. He will know what to give and when to give it 

Naturally, if your child comes down with measles after he has been 
playing with the neighbor’s children, you will let the neighbor know at 
once so that the necessary steps may be taken to protect them. Your 
health department will help vou to prevent the disease from spreading 
further. Do not hesitate to ask them: That is their job.
